INTENDED TO GRUSH OUT SILVER, 


The Democratic Senators from the South 
and West Will Worry Wall Street 
He/ore the Pian Gets Through. 


Washington, November 16.—(Special.)—The 
bond issue continues to be a fruitfui topic 
of discussion here. By @emocrats it is not 
approved. The president is severely criti- 
cised for not waiting upon the assembling 
of congress for it to act. His friends, how- 
ever, say that would have defeated his pian. 

He is wedded to an entire change of the 
fAnancial system of our government on the 
lines outlined in these dispatches last night. 
Before congress meets he wants matters in 
such condition as to force upon congress the 
necessity of a change. 

But the question naturally arises, will 
ccpgress adopt his suggestions? So many 
members of the house have been defvated 
that no one ean tell what that body will 
do. Many of these defeated ones attribute 
their downfall to Mr. Cleveland's policies 
and may be seeking revenge. Certainly the 
silver men will not agree to any such finan- 
cal pelicy as that which Mr. Cieveiand 
now has ynder consideration. It is tuo plain 
on its face that it is purely a scheme of 
the national banks to gain complete control 
of our national finances. However, should 
the pressure of the administration be so 
powerful as to put such a plan through 
the house it would strike an ugly snag in 
the senate. The senate is a free silver body. 
lts opposition to the Cleveland-Stewart 
scheme would be stubborn and aggressive. 
Of course, the silver republicans would 
fight it. Then the southern and western 
democrats would be almost solidly arrayed 
against this scheme, which is purely the 
product of the east and solely for the bene- 
tit of the east. 

Southern and western democrats are firm 
n the opinion that Mr. Cleveland has never 
been a democrat on the financial probiem, 
and his latest-plan they will fight stubborn- 
ly and perhaps successfully. The senate 
rules will make them successful, even 
should they be in the minority, which they 
ace not. 
Cleveland’s Future Policy. 
However that may be, it is quite evident 
that Mr. Cleveland is determined to biaze 
out & path in aces as he did on the 
tarif. He will make ti : 


e financial question 

the great issue in his next message. He 
may devote all the message to it, and he 
wants to make it the great issue in the 18% 
campaign. In his message it is said he will 
be conservative and diplomatic—sufficiently 
diplomatic not to alienate the southern and 
western men from him. Then he expects 
to drive his plan, or the idea of financial 
reform, for all it is worth. His idea is to 
convince the majority of the people of the 
country that reforms on the line agreed 
upon by the bankers and himself are what 
is needed and to build up a great Cleveland 
party in the country. 

As little as the average reader may think 
of it, Mr. Cleveland wants to be his own 
successor in the white house. He wants 
another term as president and he wants to 
make it on the ftinancial issue. He knows 
his plan will not be popular with the bimet- 
allists or silver men, but he thinks he can 
draw sufficiently from the republicans, 
through the moneyed interests of the coun- 
try, to make his nomination and re-election 
a certainty. His idea is to build up a 
Cleveland-democratic party, before the pow- 
er of which the old democratic principles of 
gold and silver as the money of the country 
will have to bow. 

Fightig for Monopolies. 

He expects to make a contest similar to 
that which he made for tariff reform. His 
battle cry this time will be financial rc- 
fcrm, The difference between thea and now 
is that then he was. fighting for the veopic 
as against the monopolies. This time it is 
for the national bank monopolies. Whether 
or not it is against the people remains to 
be seen. ees 

Mr. Cleveland expects to make his finan- 
cial message the greatest production of his 
life. He is devoting all his time to its con- 
sideration now. He is.convinced that some 
crange is needed, and that the clamor of 
the people demands consideration. His idea 
is to lead them from the silver path intu 
the jungle of bank beasts and capture them 
by diplomacy to his eastern idea cf finance. 
He thinks the country in such a condition 
at present that it will grasp at any plan 
Which has for catchwords a flexible and 
abundant currency.

TALKING FOR A JOB. 


Springer, of Illinois, Wants Some Good 
Fat Appointment. 
Washington, November 16.—(Special.)— 
Colonel Bill Springer, of Illinois, one of 
the great army of defeated democratic con- 
gressmen, has returned to Washington. 
Colonel Bill evidently wants Mr. Cleveland 
to give him some good plump appointment, 
for he is being interviewed on all hands 
tonight in favor of the president’s new 
financial scheme and he is crying aloud 
against silver. 

When asked tonight if he thought silver 
played any part in the recent election, he 
said: 

““My own opinion is that if it had not 


been for the fear throughout the 
country that the democratic party 
would put the United States ona 


silver basis our defeat would not have 
been so overwhelming. In.Ohio the demo- 
crats had a free coinage 16 to 1 platform 
and they were buried 15,000 majority 
against them. The sound money democrats 
want no free silver. In Nebraska Mr. 
Bryan had a great opportunity to win on 
the straightout silver issue and went down. 
If the democratic party should go before 
the country as a free silver party it would 
be beaten worse than it was a week ago.” 

Mr. Springer was silent on the subject 
of the cause of the defeat of the goldbugs, 
including himself. The figures show that 
the landslide crushed two gold democrats 
to every silver one. 


HE SEES A CHANCE. 


A Nebraska Republican Is After a Pop- 
ulist’s Seat. 

Omaha, Neb., November 16.—(Special.)— 
The announcement which came from Wash- 
ington today that among the contested 
seats would be that of Kem, populist, from 
the sixth Nebraska district, by his oppo- 
nent, Matt Dougherty, republican, caused 
great surprise here. 

It was not known that Dougherty in- 
tended to contest, as he expressed himself 
a few days ago as certain of Kem’s elec- 
tion. Kem’s majority on the face of the 
official returns is 1,426. 

If any frauds were committed they were 
done by the republicans.

The contestants from the tenth of Kentuc- 
ky, the fifth of Louisiana, the third of 
Missouri and the sixth districts have not 
informed the committee of the grounds up- 
on which they intend to make their con- 
tests. In all the other districts named, 
fraud will be alleged. The Louisiana con- 
testants assert that the frauds are of all 
kinds that may be perpetrated in an elec- 
tion, including illegal voting, stuffing the 
baliot box, suppress or falsifying the 
returns and the prevention of voting by 
force or intimidation. 

‘The contests from Virginia will be made 
in pusuance to a plan that includes the de- 
termination of the constitutfonality of the 
present election law in that state. It. is 
said at the committee rooms that one of the 
charges to be made by the contestants is 
that the election officers threw out at least 
20,000 votes after the election. In the first 
district alone the number thrown out, sup- 
posely cast for the republican candidates, 
was 4,000. 

Cotests in South Carolina. 
Columbia, 8S. C.,: November 16.—The state 
board of canvassers met today to tabulate 
the votes of the recent election. Robert 
Moorman, republican, gave notice of a 
contest from Congressman Latimer’s dis- 
trict. Murray, the negto congressman, 
will comtest Colonel William Elliott’s elec- 
tion before the board. L. D. Melton and 
Tom Johnson, republican candidates, will 
cortest before congress the right of Con- 
gressmen-elect Wilson and J. Wiliam 
Stokes to seats in th body. Moorman 
and Murray will likely do the same if the 
board decides against them. The board 
will render a decision in a few days, but 
the democrais will get the certificates.

THE JUDGE OWED HIM A LARGE SUM 


Unable to Get Any Satisfaction, the 
Clerk Murdered Him. 


ALLISON MADE HIM LOAN MONEY- 


The Chance)lor Got Nearly as Much Out of 
the Office as the Clerk Sid, 
So the Latter Says. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 16.—(Special.) 
George K. Whitworth’s reasons for assas- 
sinating Chancellor Allison were given to 
the public today in the shape of an ante- 
mortem statement and, as stated last night, 


impugning not only the judicial, but the 
personal integrity of Judge Allison. 

The statement charges that by an agree- 
ment made as a prerequisite to Mr. Whit- 
worth’s appointment he paid to Chancellor 
Allison one-half of all the fees of the office, 
which amount to above $18,000 annually, 
the judge’s salary being only $2,500. Of 
course this was a violation of the law, but 
Mr. Whitworth further charges that Judge 
Allison borrowed from him funds of the 
court, which is also prohibited by statute, 
and refused to secure him for these 
amounts. The statement, which was dic- 
tated yesterday morning by Mr. Whitworth 
and is signed in his usual bold manner, is 
as follows: 

Whitworth’'s Statement. 

“Judge Allison, after his election the 
first time ang before he had appointed me 
clerk and master, told me he did not run 
for that office and salary alone and that 
he would not appoint me unless I would 
divide the fees in the office. That I had 
to agree to and did let him have part of 
them, and I paid him in checks and all 
checks given by me payable to cash, with 
a stub corresponding in date, payable to ‘A’ 
—Allison—are for these fees and besides 
other money I let him have in cash... In 
addition to this Allison owed me money l 
had let him have out of the office, for 
which my bondsmen were liable, and then 
he owed me as clerk and master for loans 
made to him out of the genera] fund and re- 
newal of loans previously made. 

Would Not Pay. 

‘“T wanted Allison to secure me in: these 
amounts. He had got the money. I had 
taken it out of the funds of the office to 
let him have, and he knew this, and when 
he sent me word he would not settle what 
he owed me individually and only the 
principal of the amount owing the offiee, I 
knew then my sureties would have this 
amount to pay, if my property was insuffi- 
cient. I coul@ not stand this. I could not 
ask my sureties to pay back to the office 
what Allison had used, while Allison could 
have secured it. When I was told on yes- 
terday by Captain Steger what Allison 
would do, I became convinced that he was 


anything, but let the matter go over until 
he could appoint his son today and then do 
nothing at all. Allison had bled me from 
the first and I could bear it no longer. 
I gave Mr. Keith a statement of what he 
owed me and the office, and this, 
the other moneys I let him have and spent 
on him, made him get; I believe, more 


Allison because he did not appoint me clerk 
and master, but because he was willing to 


the money he had got and would. not 
settle or secure, which he could have done. 
And to humiliate me this way when I be- 
lieved 1 had elected him both times to office, 
was r@ore than I could bear.’’ 
His Father’s Statement. 

This statement is accompanied by a card 
from Judge James L. Whitworth, the ven- 
erable father of George L. Whitworth, in 


published so that all men everywhere may 
know how my son understood and appre- 
ciated his surroundings. I give it without 
comment and would not for any reason 
make any wound bleed in any quarter if it 
were possible to preventit and at the same 
time do justice to my son and family. I am 
deeply grieved and sincerely regret this 
whole affair. I realize the awkward posi- 
tion the above statement places my son 
in, but I feel compelled to make it publicly, 
so that all the facts may be known.”’ 

An appended statement shows Judge Alli- 
son borrowed money from Clerk Whitworth 
on twenty-three occasions, the amounts 
ranging from $1,942.91 to $25 and amounting 
to $9,796.61. It is charged that Chancellor 
Allison lost -and _Mr. Whitworth paid 
$5,000 on Tennessee coal and iron stock 
and $2,500 on Louisville and Nashville, and 
that he (Mr. Whitworth) also paid the ex- 
penses of the last campaign in which Al- 
lison was renominated and elected, amount- 
ing to $6,000, the whole amount of interest 
and loans reaching $26,261.21. Four of the 
loans were made before Whitworth went 
into office, but were assumed by him. 
While the death of Mr. Whitworth is looked 
for at-any time, he has never been un- 
conscious and was last nighbstrong enough 
to turn over in’ bed. He suffers great pain, 
which is eased by opiates. The publication 
of this statement has created as great a 
sensation as did the tragedy. The remains 
of Chancellor Allison were interred at Mt. 
Olivet this morning. 


ROBBED HIS MOTHER,

Chattanooga, Tenn., November 16.—(Spe- 
cia.l—A decided sensation was created in 
police circles tonight when Mrs. W. P. Ca- 
hill, widow, and one of the wealthiest prop- 
erty owners in Chattanooga, charged her 
son, James E. Cahill, with robbing her 
private drawer of about $2,000 in money and 
bank certificates of deposit. The son, who 
is thirty-two years old, was arrested to- 
night with an ex-baseball pitcher, who has 
borne the reputation of being the cyclone 
sphere twister of the south and has played 
several seasons with the national league. 

Nothing could be proven against the base- 
ballist, bu tCahill confessed that he had 
the property. He told a fishy tale to the 
effect that the papers had been found and 
given to him by his uncle, a feeble old 
man. The certificates together with deeds 
to several valuable pieces of property cwn- 
ed by his mother» were withdrawn. Imme- 
diately on missing these papers, the banks 
were notified so that further fraud was an- 
ticipated. The Cahill family stands very 
hi and are the founders and main stock- 
holders in the Cahill Iron Company. ‘

HE HAD ONE CHANCE 70 RESIGN. 


Being a Little Slow About Accepting 
It He Was Vropped. 


JOHN HARRELL IS TO SUCCEED HIM. 


Inebriety Was the Charge—The Report 
Was Made by a Republican Special 
Agent—Quite a Surprise. 


Macon, Ga, November 16.—(Special.)— 
Marshal Frank Leverett, oi the southern 
district of Georgia, was removed from 
Office today and a message from Wash- 
ington announces that John Harrell, of 
Bainbridge, has been appointed to suc- 
ceed him. 

The first that was known by the court 
officers here of the dissatisfaction with 
Marshal Leverett was a telegram yes- 
‘terday morning from Attorney General 
Olney, asking for his resignation. 

District Attorney Gary then telegraphed 
Mr. Olney that the United States court 
was in the midst of important business 
that could not be suspended and asked 
that Marshal Leverett be continued in

Private messages from Washington state 
that much complaint has been filed there 
against Marshal Leverett; charging con- 
duct unbecoming an officer, stating that 
he had been intoxicated, had neglected du- 
ties and that he had fought in his office 
with deputies. 

It will be several days before Colonel 
Harrell, the new marshal, can qualify, and 
this afternoon Judge Speer said that he 
had postpqned the Augusta term of court 
indefinitely on this account. 

Judge Emory Speer, District Attorney 
Gary and other officers of the United 
States court entertain the kindest feelings 
toward Mr. Leverett, and no one regrets 
the circumstances more than they do. 

An Inspector Sent to Macon. 

It is apparent here that Mr. Leverett is 
the victim of a conspiracy which has been 
going on for several munths among re- 
publicans and employes who have been 
discharged by the democratic administra- 
tion. They forwarded such reports to 
Washington about Marshal  Leverett’s 
*.eral character, charging inebriety, that 
-Ahey caused the government. to send In- 
spector E. H. Sherly, a republican, here 
to look into the office. He arrived four 
days ago and registered at the Hotel Lan- 
ier, and the same day appeared at Mar- 
shal Leverett’s office where he began an 
inspection of the books. He completed his 
work, putting in much of his time among 
republicans and deposed office holders. 

When The Constitution’s correspondent 
called on Marshal Leveretteat his office 
tonight he was found surrounded by a 
group of leading citizens. In answer to a 
query, Mr. Leverett said: “I want you to 
state that I know that my removal was no 
fault of the officers of the court here. It 
is due to the partisan republican who was 
sent here and who depended entirely upon 
ex-office holders, republicans, and a few 
men who are my enemies, for his evidence. 
When I learned he was making an exam- 
ination, I made but one request, and that 
was that he give me the benefit of the 
testimony of the judge, the district at- 
torney and the attorneys who practice in 
the courts of the district, and of the gen- 
tlemen in the southern district. I told 
him I was willing to rest the case on their 
judgement. I have discharged the duties 
of the office in an honest and capable 


manner and have not allowed hard- 
ships to be worked upon the 
poor, nor have I allowed my 


deputies to make arrests for the purpose 
of extracting fees. In every case we have 
had evidence to convict. There has been 
no abuse of prisoners allowed. That is all 
l have to say.”’ 
He Writes to Mr. Olney. 

Marshal Levereit then turned and fin- 
ished writing a letter to Attorney General 
Ulney, which will go to Washington by to- 
morrow’s mail. Here is the letter in full: 


“Macon, Ga., November 16, 1894.—Hon. 
Ricnard Olney, Attorney Geueral, Wash- 
ingivon, D. C.—Sir: On rece.pt of your let- 


ter of tne 1sth instant, in wnicn you say: 
‘l have become satistied trom tne evidence 
submitted to-and reports on file in this de- 
partment, thai the appointment of another 
person in your piace as United States mar- 
shai is imperatiively required. if you so 
prefer you can send me your resignation 
un receipt of this letter.’ 

“I had the honor to request by telegraph

answering my teiegram, you wired tne 
Hon. William L. Gary, United States at- 
torney, thac if my resignation was wired 
at once to the department it would be ac- 
cepted. 1 told the district attorney thac [ 
would do so, and at tne same time to re- 
quest the aepartment io defer action on 
its acceptance until I could be heard in 
reference to the charges that have been 
preferred against me. However, before I 
could send oif the telegram this morning, 
the United States aitorney furnished me 
with a copy of another telegram from you 
Stating tnat an order of removal bad al- 
ready been made in my case, to take ef- 
fect upon the qualification of my successor, 
who has been instructed not to qualify 
until he can do so without prejudice to pub-

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against me, that you feel that you would 
open your decision in the matter and af- 
ford tien of the charges and 
an opportunity of being heard in refer- 
ence thereto, I appeal to you and to that 
high and delicate sense of justice which 
has ever actuated the attorneys general 
of the United States, and which my asso- 
ciation with your department gives me 
confidence to expect from you personally, 
that you afford me the right to vindicate 
myself to you, to my government and my 
country. I have the honor to remain, very 
respectfully, your obedient servant, 
“FRANK LEVERETT.”

Why the Department Interferec. 

Washington, November 16.—(Speci.1l.)}—The 
president today appointed Colonel John D. 
Harrell, of Bainbridge, to be marshal of 
the southern district of Georgia te succeed 
Frank Leverett, whose resignation was re- 
quested. It seems that Mr. Leverett was 
charged with inattention to his duties. 
There have been several disagreemonts be- 
tween the marshal and other Officials of 
the government in the southern district 
for some mcenths and the contest has been 
of such a nature that the department of 
justice interfered and advised the president 
to appeint a new marshal. Colonel Harrell 
was an applicant when Mr. Leverett was 
originally appointed. He is a personal 
friend of Senatcr Gordon and received the 
appointment on his recommendation. 


LICKED THE TONG-HAKS. 


Jupanese Meet the Corean Rebels and 
Roat Them. 

London, November 16.—A dispatch from 
Tokio to the Central News says: 

‘“‘Advices from Fusan, Corea, under date 
of November 16th, state that a battle has 
been fought between the Japanese troops 
and the rebellious Tong-Haks, in which the 
former were victorious. According to the 
adv:ces, Captain Suzuki, with a detachment 
of Japanese troops, was sent to Chin-Sin, 
in south Corea, to quell the disturbances 
in that region growing out of a resumption 
of hostilities on the part of the Tong-Haks. 
Suzuki’s command met the revels in large 
force on November iith, and, after some 
desperate fighting, completely routed them. 
The Tong-Haks lost 186 killed, The number 
of their wounded could not be learned, but 
it was very large.

The delay thus far is explained 
by the fact that the cabinet meets at Tokio, 
while the emperor, who has had to be con- 
sulted, is at Hiroshimo.

S+. Petersburg., November 16.—The court 
invitations to the funeral of Czar ATtexan- 
der III, to take place on Monday, Novem- 
ber 19th, were issued this afternoon. 

Prince Ludwig, of Bohemia, the grand 
duke of Luxemberg, and a brother of the 
king of Siam will arrive here on Saturday 
to attend the funeral. 

St. Petersburg is crowded with visitors 
and prices in the hotels, restaurants, lodg- 
ing houses, shops, etc., have been quad- 
rupled. 

The prince of Wales has attended every 
religious ceremony in the cathedral sir@e 
the body of the czar was brought here. 
The Emperor Nicholas II is very popular. 
He drove through the streets in an open 
victoria, unattended yesterday evening and 
was cheered on all sides. 

It is not yet known whether the mar- 
iage of the czar to Princess Alix will be 
public or private. A majority of the im- 
perial family and immediate relatives con- 
nected with other courts are in favor of 
having the marriage solemnized with ali 
possible pomp and display, though it is 
understood that the czir himself is opposed 
to this. 

The coronation of Emperor Nicholas II 
will take place in Moscow next summer.

New Orleans, November 16.—Ex-Grand 
Master Workman Powderly declines to ad- 
mit that he is a candidate for re-election 
before the general assembly. He said this 
morning that he came to New Orleans on 
private business. Nevertheless he has been 
closeted with Knights of Labor leaders ever 
since he has been here. His friends in the 
convention are making a quiet canvass in 
his behalf and it is said that if they see 
their way clear his name will be presented 
to the convention, not because he wants 
the office, but because he desires vindica- 
tion. Some of the delegates say that the 
men who are ostensibly supporting Sover- 
eign will cast their votes for Powderly if 
they get a chance and that the drift is to- 
ward the old leader. It is not yet definitely 
settled when the election of officers will 
take place. 

The knights met at 9 o’clock today, as 
usual, and adjourned at 12:30 oclock p. m, 
The reports of the finance committee of 
the executive board and of the recording 
and financial secretaries were read and re- 
ferred. There was also presented the report 
of the special committee, with Grand Mas- 
ter Workman Sovereign at its head, which 
called the convention of national labor 
leaders at St. Louis on June 13th. That re- 
port was also referred. No further informa- 
tion concerning the session was given out. 

All of the delegates to the general as- 
sembly were present when Grand 
Master Workman Sovereign called 
the afternoon session to order 
at 2 o'clock. The first business 
was to receive the report on the financial 
condition of the order, and it wag reported 
that there was now in the grand treas- 
urer’s hands a sum of $9,000. 

A schedule of the property in the posses- 
sion of the order was also presented. 
Among the items on the schedule was the 
knights of labor building in Philadelphia, 
valued at $6,000; official journal and plant, 
$15,000; Canalburg, Ind., coal mine, $10,000; 
real estate at Homer, N. Y., $2,000 and other 
smaller properties, aggregating in the whole 
about $95,000. 

The committee on law made its report, 
which was referred to the committee on 
distribution to be presented to the subcom- 
mittees. A few minor changes were made 
in the preamble of the order, but the mo- 
tion to elect grand officers for two terms of 
two years each was defeated by a large 
majority. 

A congratulatory telegram was sent to 
the National Grange, now in convention at 
Springfield, Ill. 

Interest is now centering in the election 
of officers, which will not be taken up 
until the latter part of the session. Past 
Master Workman Terrence V. Powderly 
is now on the field and has a strong follow- 
ing against the present incumbent. 

Mr. Powderly declines to be interviewed 
and will not say he is after the office, nor 
will he deny the rumor that he is. He can- 
not enter the assembly session without he 
is in possession of his traveling card, as 
he is a past member. So far he has not ex- 
hibited his card.

SHOT DOWN ON THE STREETS. 


Mayor Harman, of Lula, and Henry

Cc. E. Davis, a rather dashing looking 
young man, whose dark curly hair, auburn 
mustache and blue eyes give him an ap- 
pearance not unlike Harry Hill in his palmy 
days, was arrested upon receipt of a tele- 
gram from Lancaster, 8. C., charging him 


with abduction. 

Fleeing with Davis was Miss Elizabeth 
Vaughn, a pretty country girl, who was 
also brought to police headquarters, where 
she was given a detention room. Davis was 
arrested at the express office by Detectives 
Bedford and Holcombe, and the young lady 
was found at a boarding house on North 
Pryor street, where she has been for the 
past week. She was very much grieved 
over the arrest and told, amid tears, the 
story of her ardent infatuation and elope- 


ment. 

Davis had lived in Lancaster county for a 
number of years. He was formerly proprie- 
tor of a barroom and owned several farms 
about the town in which he lived. Ten 
years ago he married Miss Annie Martin, 
the daughter of a wealthy planter who liv- 
ed in Halifax county, Virginia. Adjoining 
one of the farms of the young man was the 
plantation of H. Vaughn, an old man 
who had seen days of plenty and to spare, 
but upon whom financial losses came. 

The old man had three daughters, and it 

was the pretty face of the youngest of these 
which caused Davis to begin neglecting his 
wife and children. It was said, in fact, that 
his treatment of her was so harsh that she 
was forced to leave him and last summer 
returned with her children to her old home 
in Virginia. Davis continued his advances 
toward the country girl. In her almost 
childish simplicity she received the atten- 
tions of the good looking fellow, whom, at 
the time, she did not know to be married, 
with foolish delight. Her father, who, since 
his financial losses, remained continually in 
an intoxicated condition, failed to observe 
the extent to which the attentions of Da- 
vis were carried, and the infiuence which 
he was beginning to exert over his daugh- 
ter. 
About a month ago the young Nady left 
home and went on a visit to one of her 
married sisters in Camden, S.C. Davis also 
came to the place and remained there sev- 
eral days. It was while there that they 
agreed to elope and make their way to Kan- 
sas, where the young man said he had 
property. lt was planned that Miss Vaughn 
should leave her sister’s and take a trip 
to Monroe, IN. C., ostensibly to visit a friend. 
Here they would meet and take the next 
train. 

The girl left at the time appointed, but 
Davis had some trouble winding up his 
business, and selling out his stock of gro- 
ceries, which caused a delay. Last week 
they left Monroe and came directly to At- 
lanta, where one of Davis’s friends was Lo 
forward him the proceeds of the sale of his 
property. They arrived in this city Friday, 
taking quarters at a boarding house several 
doors above the Equitable building, Here 
they remained until arrested yesterday. 

He Was Badly Wanted. 


From the number of telegrams which 
have been received by Chief Connolly from 
Sheriff J. M. Hood, of Lancester, it. is 
evident that Davis is badly wanted at 
home. In some way it was learned at his 
home that the man was here and yester- 
day the wires were kept warm with mes- 
sages. The first showed that there were 
other charges besides abduction against 
Davis. 

“Please have arrested,’’ it said, ‘and 
held; E. C. Davis; weight about two hun- 
dred pounds, heavy built, heavy mustache 
with no whiskers; arrived in Atlanta Sun- 
day or Monday via. Seaboard Air-Line 
railroad. Think he has with hima Poona 
girl about eighteen years oid whom bx 
abducted. Will find at a cheap hotel. He 
is wanted for different offenses. Will for- 
ward requisition papers at once. Answetf, 
my expense. J. M. HOOD, Sheriff.”’ 

After ‘this numerous other telegrams 
were received at police headquarters, giv- 
ing descriptions of both ‘parties and tell- 
ing where they would probably be stopping,

He acknowledged that 
he came from South Carolina and said that 
the girl was accompanying him  volun- 
tarily. 

“It is just this way, you see,” he said, 
after he arrived at headquarters. “I know 
that I am a married man. I wouldn’t be if 
I could help it, but I live in that blooming 
state where no divorces are allowed. My 
wife has been away from me now since 
summer. She has ceased to care anything 
for me and all that I could do failed to 
make her come back to me. I would have 
been divorced, but, as I said, South Caro-

“It is all a mistake,’’ he continued, ‘‘to 
say that I enticed this girl away from home 
or induced her by any foul means ‘to leave 
her parents, She came with me voluntarily 
and gladly.

I told her that I in- 
tended to go to Kansas, and she declared 
that she was going with me. |I could not 
help itt. She would come anyhow.” 

Her Sorrowful Story. 

Miss Vaughn was conducted to a room on 
the second floor of the station house. She 
threw herself across the lounge which had 
been placed there and sobbed convulsively. 

“I don’t Know what made me run away 
with him. I could not help it. He was so 
good to me and I loved him so.,”’ 

Ina few moments she recovered her com- 
posure somewhat and went over in de- 
tail the sorrowful story of her love. 

‘‘My father is to blame for all this,’”’ she 
said. ‘“‘After he lost all his money he got 
to drinking, and he never cared anything 
for us. I wasn’t treated right at home. He 
was cruel to me and he would not let me 
do a thing I wanted to. That is one of 
the reasons I came away. 

“Mr: Davis is not to blame. I loved him. 
I could not help it, and I told him I would’ 
come with him. He did not persuade me 
at all. [ hate to go back home now. I 
know all the people will talk about me, 
and my father will treat me like a dog.’’ 

Sheriff Hood was notified of the arrest, 
and a reply was received late last night, 
Saying that he would leave for Atlanta on 
the first train with the proper papers. 
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KILLED TWO WOMEN

Body. 

Elmira, N. Y., November 16.—M. vV. 
Straight, who conducts a flour and feed 
store, and his wife have not lived together 
for the past few weeks on account of do- 
difficulties. This morning Mr. 
Straight sent a rote to his wife, asking 
forgiveness and requesting her to take him 
back again. She failed to reply. This an- 
gered the husband and he purchased a re- 
voiver of five chambers, although he al- 
ready had a revolver of like pattern. This 
afterncon he saw his wife and her sister, 
Mrs. Mary Whitford, in the business part 
of the city, and dogged their movements 
urtil they were within 109 feet of their 
home, when he ran up behind them to 
within ten feet and emptied the contents } 
of one revolver at them both. He then de-.} 
liberately drew forth his other weapon and ) 
fired one barrel at Mre. Whitford. After 
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on a horse block, emptied the otter four 
chambers into his body near the heart. 

Meanwhile a crowd gathered in the vi- 
cinity of the tragedy, but no one dared go 
near him. Straight realized that they were 
afraid of him and shouted that he would 
not hurt any one, as he had killed those he 
was after. Neighbors then removed all par- 
ties to the house. 

Mrs. Straight was shot three times in the 
back, the bails lodging in the abdominal 
cavity and base of the lungs. 
o’clock this evening. Mrs. Whitford was 
shot twice, one ball piercing the arm and 
lodging in the posterior side of the thorax, 
the other shattering the spinal column near 
its base. She is still alive, but sinking rap 
idly. 

The murderer was removed to the Arnot- 
Ogden hospital and retained consciousness 
for several ‘hours.

BUSINESS OUTLOOK ENCOURAGING. 


Bradstreet’s and Dun & Co. Review 


the Week's Trade. 

New York, November 16.—Bradstreet’s 
tomorrow will say: “Perhaps the most 
conspicuous favorable feature of the gen- 
eral trade situation is found in numerous 
reports from merchants and manufacturers 
throughout the country of a disposition 
to regard the business outlook more en- 
couragingly and with increased confidence 
in an early improvement in trade. Even 
in many portions of the south and south- 
west advices from the interior are that 
the country merchant is doing an increased 
volume of business, based on favorable 
weather and large crops. This is the more 
striking in view of the continued reports 
of the unfavorable effect on trade south, 
of the low price of cotton. From Georgia 
it is learned that fertilizer manufacturers 
have arranged to curtail their output next 
season, in some instances as much as 40 
per cent. ° 

*Among larger eastern cities, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburg and Buffalo report a mod- 
erate improvement in some commercial 
and manuacturing lines. 

“Among southern cities, New Orleans re- 
ports. relatively the greatest gain in volume 
of business, notably in groceries, shoes 
and dry goods, and improvement is noted 
at Memphis and a good volume at Jack- 
sonviile also. The least favorable southern 
report is from Galveston, with collections 
quite unsatisfactory and some interior 
merchants asking for extensions. Chatta- 
nooga, too, reports trade duller and col- 
lections slower, due to cotton being with- 
held from market. There is a fair move- 
ment of merchandise at Atlanta and Sa- 
vannah, but at Augusta jobbing is dull. 
Business in most lines is reported very 
quiet at Birmingham and Charleston, and, 
except for holiday goods, at Nashville.” 

Dun & Co.’s Review. 

R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review 
trade tomorrow will say: 

“In nearly all branches of business grad- 
ual improvement appears and the hopeful 
feeling observed last week con- 
tinues unabated. Then it was also 
noted’ that the main conditions of 
business and trade had not suddenly 
changed, and this belief was clearer, to the 
disappuintment of some. Low farr® pro- 
ducts, low wages, and only partial employ- 
ment of labor, still retard distribution and 
the limited demand hinders the recovery of 
industries. Progress toward recovery has 
not ceased and many establishments have 
resumed or added to their producing force, 
some also advancing wages, but it will 
take time to lift business out of its de- 
pression and the progress made, if less 
than the sanguine expectations, is at least 
encouraging. The decision to offer $60,000,- 
000 bonds for reple:.ishment of the treas- 
ury reserve was by bankers generally ap- 
proved, but events ar~ showing that resto- 
ration of confidence cannot by itself re- 
move all embarrassment. 

“It is generally assumed that the offer- 
ed bonds will be taken at once. The effect 
is less easy to anticipate, for the formal 
announcement that after a general re-con- 
struction of the revenue laws it is still 
found necessary to borrow largely, tends 
to raise doubt about financial provisions for 
the future. The reported importation of 
gold from London, with a loss on its face 
of $7,500 at present exchange rates, is pre- 
sumably meant to affect bond subscription. 
There have already been some withdrawals 
of gold from the treasury by redemption 
of notes to make payments for bonds, and 
goods rather than gold are likely to come 
from Europe. London has also sold here 
about 15,000 shares during the week. 
Money continues to accumulate, none go- 
ing west, while the outgo to the south has 
diminished. Bankers are much encouraged 
by indications of larger business, but there 
is no increase as yet in commercial bor- 
rowing, and one dry goods loan has been 
taken at 2% per cent. Merchandise imports 
in two weeks of November have been 16 
per cent larger than last year, though 30 
per cent less than in 1892, dnd exports for 
the same time show a decrease of about 8 
per cent. Exports of; breadstuffs, cotton, 
provisions and oil in October were $57,906,368, 
against $58,828,935 last year, although 1,000,000 
bales of cotton went abroad and the vaiue 
of the same quantities exported this year 
have exceeded $70,000000 gt last year’s 
prices, the difference in prices alone being 
$10,600,000 in cotton and §2,400,000 in bread- 
stuffs. 

‘Resumption of work and increases of 
working time have been more conspicuous 
in the cotton industry than in others, but 
no increased demand for goods appears; 
Print cloths are unchanged and the market 
is dull. 

“For finished products of iron the de- 
mand is on the whole narrower; so that 
structural beams are lower, the barbed 
wire combination has broken, the strife 
in nails continues at the lowest prices 
heretofore named, and both gray forge and 
bessemer are a shade lower at Pittsburg. 
At the west there is a little more improve- 
ment. : 

“Failures in the first week of November 
were rather larger than of late, Mabilities 
amounting to $2,844,445, of which $742,420 
were of manufacturing and $2,083,977 of 
trading concerns. In five weeks ending 
November Ist liabilities im failures were 
$11,127,290, of which #4,464,813 were of manu- 
facturing and $6,571,974 of trading concerns. 
The failures the past week have been 
270 in the U d States, against 323 iast

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MASSACRE OF CHRISTIANS. 


—-— —-— 


Armenians Refuse to Pay Onerous 
Taxes and Are Slain. 


London, November 16.—The Standard’s 
correspondent in Varna describes the re- 
cent massacre of Armenian Christians as 
of equal importance with the 
butcheries which led to the Russo-Turkish 
war. He says: 

“The trouble began with the refusal of 
the Armenians to pay taxes on the ground 
that the Kurdish raids had so impoverish- 
ed them as to render it impossible. This 
probably was true. Troops were sent to 
enforce the payments, but they were beat- 
en off. The governor of Bitlis then arrived 
with an imposing force of regulars. 

“The people seeing that the struggle was 
hopeless, yielded, but the governor resolved 
to make an example of them. He ordered 
the troops to fire on the defenseless popu- 
lace, and they obeyed with alacrity. They 
only ceased when the residents of twenty- 
five villages, numbering some thousands, 
had been killed. Some reports say 6,000 
were slain. Great Britain sent her consul 
in Varna, Mr. Hallward, to report on the 
slaughter. The British ambassador in Con- 


municated it to the porte. The sultan was 
horrified, and he ordered the local military 
commander, Seki Pasha, to make his re- 
port on the matter at once, 

“Seki Pasha had been originally instruct- 
ed to proceed to the scene after the repulse 
of the troops, but the governor of Bitlis 
arrived ahead of him. It seems that Seki 
Pasha’s report confirmed Mr. Hallward’s 
report, whereupon the governor formulated 
the grave charge that the latter was in- 
citing the Armenians to revolt, thus caus- 
ing the whole original disturbance. This 
was submitted to Sir Philip Currie, who has 
sent out British officials to make inquiries.’’ 

Mr. Hagoipian, chairman of the Armeni- 
an Patriotic Association in London, has 
sent Lord Kimberly, foreign secretary, a 
letter sent from Bitlis, om Octobér 9th. Mr. 
Hagoipian, after declaring his belief in 
the reports of the massacre, submits that, 
in view of the horrible tortures, and perse- 
cutions of the Armenians, the time has 
come to abolish the administration of the 
porte and substitute a regime approved by 
the signatories 


TO TRY DELINQUENTS, 


The Committe of Seventy Ask the At- 
torney General to Prosecute Cases, 
New York, November 16.—The executive 

committee of the committee of seventy, at 

a meeting in the chamber of commerce 

this afternoon, took important action look- 

ing to the trial of delinquent city officiais. 

Resolutions were passed by the committee 

which asked Governor Flower to have a 

deputy attorney general, or the attorney 

general himself, to prosecute cases before 
the oyer and terminer court, which meets 
early in December. 

This was the course adopted in Brooklyn 
last fall, when the governor appointed 
deputy attorneys general to conduct the 
famous election cases, one of which was 
that of John Y. McKane. 

The attorney generally personally, or by 
deputy, is asked by the committee of 
seventy’s representatives to go before the 
grand jury in all election fraud cases and 
to prosecute officers of the city or county 
who are accused of fraud. A committee 
was appointed to lay the resolutions before 
Governor Flower.

They considered him responsible for his 
own death and the death of Bohler. The 
grand jury,it is understood, proposes to sift 
the matter thoroughly and if possible to find 
out who was responsible for the affair.

Georgia at the Cotton States Exposition. 

The movement to secure a Georgia ex- 
hibit at the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition to be held in Atlanta 
next year, is based on a desire to benefit 
the people of the whole state. Such an 
exhibit would be incomplete if it did 
not set forth the resources and ad- 
vantages of the whole state—its min- 
eral and mining, its manufacturing and 
its vast agricultural resources. 

It is not too much to say that the re- 
sources and advantages which this state 
offers to settlers and to investors have 
never been adequately set forth in a 
manner to attract the attention that 
their magnitude and importance war- 
rant. They have been written about, 
it is true, and there have been some se- 
rious and patriotic attempts on the part 
of the State Agricultural Society to il- 
lustrate and display them. To the ex- 
tent of its ability the state society has 
succeeded. It has made creditable dis- 
plays whenever it has had the oppor- 
tunity and the means to do so. But, in 
the very nature of things, these displays 
have been inadequate in their extent 
and unsystematic in their arrangement. 

More than this, if they had been of 
the completed character and arranged 
in the most systematic manner they 
would have lacked the proper audience. 
We remember but two occasions where 
‘such an audience assembled. One was 
the cotton exposifion held in this city 
in 188i, and the other the Piedmont ex- 
position held here in 1887. At both of 
these expositions the audience was large 
and appreciative. People from the east 
and north were present in large num- 
bers, and, although the displays of Geor- 
gia’s resources and products were inad- 
equate in their extent and unsystematic 
in their arrangement, they attracted the 
attention of visitors from a distance and 
the result has been of untold benefit, not 
only to Georgia, but to the whole south. 
Industries have been built up and in- 
vestments made that have favorably 
affected every interest in the state. 

The reason that the exhibits of Geor- 
gia’s resources have been inadequate 
heretofore is because they were got to- 
gether in a haphazard way, as the re- 
sult of private enterprise and energy. 
In some instances there were duplica- 
tions, and in others the resources of im- 
portant sections of the state were left 
out altogether. 

To remedy the inadequacy and partial 
character of the displays that have been 
made heretofore, the legislature is now 
asked to provide, through the machin- 
ery of laws already in force, for an ex- 
hibit that shall faithfully represent the 
varied resources and products of the 
great state of Georgia. The legislature 
is asked to provide that this exhibit 
shall be systematically gathered to- 
gether so that every section of Georgia 
may have all its natural advantages 
placed directly under the eyes of visit- 
ors to the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition. 

We take it for granted that it is hard- 
ly necessary to argue as to the benefits 
to be derived by the people of the whole 
state from an adequate and a systemat- 
leally arranged display of Georgia’s vast 
resources, mineral and agricultural: It 
seems to us that the legislature only 
needs a suggestion in this direction. 

In the great fair that is to be held in 
Atlanta next year, which will be second 
in point of interest and importance only 
to the world’s fair in Chicago, Georgia, 
of all other states, ought to be adequate- 
ly represented, so that her people may 
reap at least a portion of the benefits 
to be derived from the exposition. Other 
states will be represented, and we be- 
lieve the people will heartily endorse 
a liberal appropriation for the purpose 
of making Georgia’s greatness as promi- 
nent as it deserves to be.

Street Paving Again. 

The city council meets next Monday. 
It is to be hoped that it will not fail to 
give attention to the street paving nui- 
sance about which so much complaint 
has been made. The taxpayers of At- 
lanta have a right to demand action 
from the council and if this council does 
not give the necessary relief it will sim- 
ply put the people to the trouble of 
going to another for protection. 

It was not expected that anything 
would be done at the last meeting of 
the council, because public clamor 
against the nuisance of tearing up street 
paving and replacing it in haphazard 
fashion did not crystallize until a few 
days before the meeting of the council, 
when the faulty work on Alabama street 
attracted the attention of the public to 
the manner in which the taxpayers were 
being fleeced. An unused portion of a 
street car track had been taken up and 
the belgian blocks which had been laid 
by expert hands were put back by cheap 
and inefficient labor, rendering the re- 
paired portion of the street almost im- 
passable after the blocks had settled. 
The Constitution called the attention 
of the public to the inefficiency of a 
system which permitted such careless 
work in the center of the city. Had it 
not been for the public protest then 
filed the botch job would have stood 
and that portion of the street would 
have been seriously injured as a public 
thoroughfare. However, the agitation 
had the immediate effect of causing .the 
entire job to be done over again, the 
second time in a reasonably satisfac- 
tory manner. 

We do not believe that it is possible 
for the department of public works to 
creditably perform its duty unless it is 
given full authority in the matter of 
enforcing proper repairs in all Cases 
where the street paving is interfered 
with. 

In the first place no one should. be 
permitted to remove a block of the 
street paving without filing application 
and giving notice for what: purpose the 
removal is to be made. This being 
done the city should see to it that every 
block is properly relaid, and the party 
removing it should be held fully respon- 
sible until the work has been properly 
done. 

There is but one way to protect the 
taxpayers in such repair work, and that 
is to deal with an iron hand, Not the 
slightest partiality should be manifested 
between the humblest taxpayer and the 
greatest corporation, and the public ser- 
vant who proceeds on this line will 
merit the thanks of the entire commu- 
nity. 

The gommissioner of 
should make a careful inspection of 
street paving between every railroad 
track in the city. Where the paving 
has been improperly laid, and blocks 
have sunk between the crossties, render- 
ing the surface uneven, immediate no- 
tice for repairs should at once be given 
and the city should see to it that prompt 
attention is given to its command. 

Where a gas main has been laid and 
the paving blocks put back in an unsat- 
isfactory manner the party responsible 
for it should be required to immediately 
undo the damage arising from the faulty 
work. 

Where a gas, water or sewer pipe has 
been laid across the street and the payv- 
ing put back in a careless manner, the 
property owner should be held responsi- 
ble. 

It will take a man of backbone to do 
this work, but we have such a man in 
charge of the department of public 
works, provided he is clothed with the 
necessary authority. Let the city give 
him that authority and if there is any 
further cause for complaint it will not 
be the city’s fault. As the law now 
stands, however, the taxpayers are 
being unjustly dealt with every day by 
the failure of the council to pass a-rigid 
law on this subject.

Law and Chivalry. 


Mirabeau Lamar Towns, the Georgia 
poet-lawyer, who is now such a pictur- 
esque figure in Brooklyn court circles, 
came to the front, the other day, with 
a plea for chivalry in the law. 

It seems that Miss Estelle Koster fell 
down in the Brooklyn Turkish bath- 
rooms and was injured. She sued for 
$10,000 damages. The defendants 
claimed that Miss Koster was injured 
while she was playing tag in Turkish 
bath attire, and they demanded the 
privilege of examining her person in 
order to establish the truth or falsity 
of her story. 

Mr. Towns strongly . opposed ‘this 
course and filed the following remarka- 


ble protest: 

It is manifest that a pure and modest 
female would be greatly embarrassed and 
shocked if she should be compelled to sub- 
mit to the manipulations and the hired 
gaze of a corporation expert, retained for 
that purpose. 

The inviolability of her person would be 
as much invaded by compelling her to 
strip, as if the court should order the 
defendant to administer the cat-o’-nine- 
tails to her back. 

To compel a woman to lay bare her 
chaste and sacred body and submit it to 
the torch of a paid expert without lawful 
authority is an indignity, an insult, an 
Outrage so glaring that it would readily 
occur to any one who had combined the 
study of Blackstone, Kent, the Revised 
Statutes of the Code of Civil Proceedure 
with the precepts of the golden rule, the 
letters of Lord Chesterfield and the rules 
of politeness. 

The law in its precepts and administra- 
tion is not inimical to charitable and chiv- 
alrous actions, but responds to the simple 
rules of politeness more readily than to the 
rigid edicts of stare decisis. 

When the learned judge was confront- 
ed with this striking jumble of law, 
chivalry, etiquette, morals, sense and 
sentiment, he at once retired into what 
might be called a judicial fog, informing 
Mr. Towns that he would see him later, 
or in other words stating that he would 
reserve his decision.

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A Conservative View.

We cannot but regard this as a very un- 
fortunate step to take. If the treasury situ- 
ation has been correctly represented by its 
monthly reports and by every reasonable cal- 
culation as to revenue prospects, there ap- 
pears to be no call for the loan at this time.

When the former 
bond issue was made in February the 
treasury’s net cash balance had sunk to $80- 
000,000, gold and all. That balance today is 
above $109,000,000. In February revenues 
were falling and there was no prospect 
of their increase for months. Today rcve- 
nues are increasing and there is every pros- 
pect of their continued increase to the 
point of sufficiency. Why, therefore, shculd 
another large 5 per cent debt be fastened 
upon the country, which must rein tor ten 
years before it can be bought up except 
on terms prescribed by the holder?

FINANCE ITS TOPIC. 


Reported That the President Will 
Recommend a Radical Revision. 
From The New York Herald. 

Washington, November 14.—The leading 
feature of President Cleveland’s forthcom- 
ing message to congress will be devoted to 
the financial system of the country, and he 
will recommend a radical revision of the 
entire system. 

The present system is regarded as a 
miserable makeshift of shreds and patches 
of such legislation as could be got through 
congress from time to time to further this 
or that scheme of finance. It does not 
represent the best ideas of leading states- 
men and financiers of the country, and it 
has frequently been said that only a voun- 
try blessed with unusual natural resourves 
and free from the danger of foreign wars 
could get along at all under such an im- 
perfect monetary system. 

Should Stop the Banking Business. 

The president believes one of the worst 
defects of the present system to be the dual 
character of the treasury, which is at once 
a national treasury and a great banking 
institution. He believes the government 
ought to get out of the banking business 
altogether, and leave that for private citi- 
zens to engage in. 

As The Herald has stated, the adminis- 
tration will probably recommend the. grad- 
ual retirement and cancellation of all out- 
standing government notes of all varie- 
ties and the substitution for them of bank 
notes issued in general accordance with 
the plan formulated at the bankers’ con- 
ference in Baltimore, Md., and known as 
the ‘‘Baltimore plan.’’ 

This plan will not be recommended by 
the president without some modifications, 
however. One of the most important of 
these will be the insertion of the provision 
that the banks issuing notes shall be re- 
quired to redeem them in coin over their 
own counters on demand. The administra- 
tion believes this provision to be absolutely 
essential to a sound bank currency. In 
the event of the failure of any bank to 
meet its notes on demand the holders 
would be secured by the central reserve 
fund provided for as part of the proposed 
system. ; 

Customs Duties in Gold. 

In order to increase the supply of gold in 
the treasury the administration has under 
consideration the question of recommending 
that a certain proportion of the customs 
duties of the country be paid in gold, but 
if the treasury should be divorced aito- 


gether from the banking business this 


would not be so necessary, because In that 
event the treasury would not be called upon 
to meet demands for gold for export. That 
demand would fall upon the banks, which

In view of the president’s well-known 
and firm belief that it is not in the power 
of the United States or any other nation 
to maintain a large volume of silver coin 
at par with gold, it is not probable he will 
recommend any legislation in the interests 
of sfiver, but will maintain that the United 
States can do nothing more than stand 
ready to participate in any movement in- 
tended to bring about the remonetization 
of silver by the united action of all the 


principal commercial nations of the world.

The people of the south should realize 
the full import of the Cotton States and 
international exposition, to be held in At- 
lanta during September, October, Novem- 
ber and December of next year, and seize 
the opportunity it offers for advertising 
the attractions and advantages possessed 
by the southern states as inducements to 
immigrants. 

While the Columbian exposition at Chica- 
go last year was perhaps not all that it 
should have been as a world’s fair, the 
iack of legislative appropriation and gen- 
eral apathy, which characterized the south’s 
representation there was deplorable. Al- 
most every eastern, northern and western 
State made provision for a display of its 
products, and for the convenience of its 
visiting citizens, but with few exceptions 
the southern states either made no ap- 
propriation to meet this cause, or made one 
so small as to be altogether inadequate to 
accomplish any material good. And this, 
too, in the face of the fact that in propor- 
tion to population the south sent more 
sightseers to the fair than any cther sec- 
tion of the country. 

The lasting benefit which might have been 
derived from tais lost opportunity cannot 
be calculated, and the fact that the op- 
portunity was not taken advantage of in 
the case of the Chicago fair does not 
speak at all well for the enterprise and 
progress of the south. But in the coming 
event there can be no excuse for any state 
below the Mason and Dixon line falling 
to come forward with the best it has in 
stock. The enterprise is southern in its 
conception and vast in its possibilities for 
good, and every citizen of every common- 
wealth in glorious old Dixie should con- 
tribute his individual effort toward making 
of the exposition a grand and unqualified 
success. The national government has set 
its seal of approval upon the project and 
nothing remains to insure its fruitful cul- 
mination save the energetic and concerted 
action of the “solid south.”

‘Verdict Was Read. 


UNUSUAL INDEED, WAS THE SCENE. 


The Youthful Prisoner Was Stolid 
Even to Indifference. 


MOYERS MADE AN ELOQUENT SPEECH, 


The Charge of Judge Clark Was Thor- 
ough and Impartial—Incidents of 
the Now Famous Trial. 


» Without a visible quiver of a muscle, with 


oo apparent change of countenance, entire- 
ly unmoved and seemingly holding no in- 
terest where all others were feverish with 
subdued excitement, Will Myers listened to 
the verdict that brands him the murderer 
of Forrest L. Crowley. 

If there Was ever a scene that beggared 
description, that yesterday afternoon, when 
Deputy Clerk Frank Myers read out the 
verdict of the twelve men, who had sworn 
to do their duty and try the defendant by 
the evidence and to measure it by the law, 
was it. It was a scene that the most art- 
ful combination of words would fail to paint 
vividly enough; that the most powerful 
pen would need inspiration to present with 
truthful realism, and that the most thor- 
ough vocabulary could not but prove in- 
sufficient to describe. 
lt was precisely 4:20 o’clock—the jury had 
been out one hour and twenty minutes— 
‘hen Bailiff Donehoo, in a husky whisper, 
informed Judge Clark that the jury was 
ready to bring in its verdict. The judge 
directed that the jury be brought out, and 
through the crowd, denser than ever, more 
numerous, more determined, the stout 
bailiffs engineered the jurors to the jury 
box. There was a stillness in the big 
room which can only be described by com- 
paring it to the moment* of awe-inspiring 
silence that just precedes the matutinal 

ng of the earliest bird in the virgin 
forest.

Myers Faces His Frte. 

Judge Clark then ordered the defendant 
to be brought out. The hiatus in the 
proceedings was of short duration, but it 
was a terrible strain upon all in the court- 
room. Myers walked in with set face, pale 
and rigid, not defiant, yet giving no sign 
of the slightest weakening. Neither to 
the right, nor to the left, nor to the floor, 
did he look, but straight ahead. The time 
was most significant. Dusk was spreading 
already its mantle of darkness and was 
deepening into night like the gloom that, 
unknown, perhaps, even to the youthful 
prisoner, was beginning to throw its omin- 
ous shadows upon his hopes. In the short 
time that was given up to the usual legal 
proceedings before the reading aloud of 
the verdict, night was falling rapidly, but 
not so rapidly 4s the shades of a darker 
night were stretching over Will Myers. 
The verdict read, and the hopes that he 
may have claimed, the hopes that he must 
have clung to to the end, as an only solace, 
fled and his night had come. 

An Impressive, Awtul Scene. 

Such a scene is only to be gazed upon 
once in a lifetime, and then all attempts to 
tell of it appear warped and dwarfed to 
the awfulness of the reality. Had Myers 
cared to look at the jury his wish would 
have failed of gratification. On either side 
of him, in front of him and back of him 
were trusted officers of the court, keeping 
back excited men and women. On every 
convenient railing, on every bit of court 
furniture, clinging to every bit of eleva- 
tion that was a vantage ground, clutching 
at the sides of the heavy woodwork back 
of the judge’s stand, crushed together until 
the atmosphere was stifling and stuffy, 
the crowd pressed, surged and swayed to- 
ward the center of attraction. Ladies did 
not hesitate ta join in the struggle for a 
sight of the prisoner. Men disregarded 
every rule of politeness, and used mascu- 
line strength to its best advantage in. or- 
der to satisfy curiosity in the general 
surrender to crime’s fatal attraction. 

“Read the verdict, Mr. Clerk,”’ instructed 


“We, the jury, find the defendant guilty. 
A. §S. Robbins, foreman,” read Deputy 
Clerk Myers. 

Tears for the Guilty Boy. 

Nothing about young Myers save the 
nervous movement of both hands, indicated 
any feeling, but the feminine portion of 
the audience was more demonstrative. One 
lady, the moment the word ‘guilty’ was 
pronounced, threw herself into the arms 
of another lady, and the two wept together. 
From all over the courtroom in the long- 
continued quiet, came sounds of weeping, 
and when the ladies passed out of the 
courtroom several still cried softly, wiping 
away a tell-tale tear that now and then 
trickled down their cheeks. 

There was a demonsiration of applause, 
but it was stopped by cries of “‘quiet,’’ ut- 
tered by others than the bailiffs, who rap- 
ped for order. 

AS soon as the verdict had been read the 
father of Myers entered the courtroom. 
He was not the same man of a week ago— 
of two hours before. A look at his son 
toid him the verdict. Affectionately he 
quietly grasped the youthful prisoner’s 
hand and held it tightly clasped. The 
father leaned forward and said some word 
of encouragement, and where a verdict of 
guilty had not moved to emotion, the kind 
words brought tears to the young man’s 
cyes. 

Followed Him to Jail. 

After the reading of the verdict the 
crowd seemed ‘to take new life and shoved — 
forward until Sheriff Barnes was forced to 
order everybody to leave the courtroom. 

But this command was more than useless, 
and in order to get the people to desert 
the room Myers was led into the prisoners’ 
room, where the door was guarded by two 


Although the crowd ieft the courtroom, 
Outside in the court square, there was not 
less thah four hundred people, waiting to 
see Myers when he shouid be brought out. 
A hack drove from the jail down Hunter 
Street and turned into Pryor street toward 
the west entrance of the courthouse. The 
crowd was suspicious. 

iL looked like an attempt to slip Myers 
away. 

‘There was a rush fof the Pryor street 
side, but while the crowd was waiting for 
‘he appearance of Myers there, he came out 
oi the Hunter street entrance, two bailiffs 
“upporting him. He was extremely pale 
“nd looked weak and dispirited. In front 
of him walked Sheriff Barnes, while his 
‘<'ner came behind them, They had reached 
‘he bottom of the steps before some one in 
the crowd caught sight of them.

The defendant is charged with the 
crime of murder, and it is necessary for 
you to know what murder is, as defined 
by our law. The law says murder is the

peace of the state, by a person of sound 
memory and discretion with malice afore- 


Here the judge instructed the jury as fo 
what might be construed a person of sound 
memory and discretion. The age of chil- 
dren between, ten and fourteen years was

“You will observe,” remarked the judge,

nesses. When a criminal case is instituted 
in the courts and a witness is subpoenaed 
from another county or another state, he 
is entitled to the usual pay per day and his 
traveling expenses, and that is nothing 
against the credibility of such a witness. 

The Defendant's Statement. 

“The defendant has a right to make a 
statement. The difference between the 
Statement and the evidence is that the 
evidence you are bound to consider. Wheth- 
er you consider the statement or not is dis- 
cretionary with you. If you give his state- 
ment force to the extent of believing that 
Myers took Crowley out for the purpose of 
' completing a bargain with somebody for 

whom he was acting, and that somebody 

took Crowley off without his going along, 
and after taking him off that he returned 
to him and said Crowley and he had a diffi- 
culty, or wards equivalent to that, and said 

‘here is your share,’ then you could not 

find this defendant guilty at all, for he 

would have thad no complicity in the mur- 

der. It was lawful for him to carry a man 

out there to trade with a genuine man. He 
, would not even be iiable, gentlemen, as an 
accessory after the fact. 

“An accessory after the fact is a person 
who, after full knowledge that a crime has 
been committed, conceals it from the mag- 
istrate, and harbors, assists or protects the 
person charged with or convicted of the 
crime. 

“And the defendant had no complicity 
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crime of murder the killing must have been 
committed with malice aforethought, and 
that malice aforethought is either ex- 
pressed or implied.’’ 

Express malice, the judge showed, was 
“that deliberate intention unlawfully to 
take away the life of a fellow creature 
which is manifested by external circum- 
Stances capable of proof. Malice shall be 
implied where no considerable provocation 
appears, and where all the circumstances 
of the killing show an abandoned and ma- 
lignant heart. The state alleges that this 
defendant, Will Myers, is the individual 
who committed that murder, who did that 
killing, for the purpose of robbery. If 
you believe from the evidence, and believe 
beyond a reasonable doubt, that he is the 
person who killed Crowley, and that the 
killing was murder, it would be your duty 
to find him guilty. But, if you do not 
believe that he is the person who killed 
Crowley, or have a reasonable doubt, it 
would be your duty to find him not guilty. 
The conclusion you come to will depend 
upon the evidence that has been submitted 
to you during the progress of the trial. 
The evidence of this case is purely circum- 
stantial. There is no witness here who 
has testified that he saw Myers, or any- 
body else, shoot the man, or otherwise 
ilitreat him; hence, if ‘Myers Is found guilty 
or not guilty will depend upon the circum- 
stances that are narrated to you. 
Weight of Circumstantial Evidence. 

“I deem it my duty,” said the judge, 
‘“‘to say to you here, that if the evidence in 
this case, being circumstantial evidence, 
comes up to the standard laid down by 
the iaw, then it is as strong and as bind- 
ing upon the jury as positive evidence. 
Some persons have an idea that they will 
convict nobody upon circumstantial evi- 
dence, no matter if that circumstantial 
evidence answers the law. 

“That is wrong. If applying the law 
I give you in charge to the evidence, 
the circumstantial evidence in this care 
comes up to the standard laid down by the 
law, it would be your duty to find ihe de- 
fendant guilty. If it does not, it would 
be your duty to find the defendant not 
guilty. 

“As this is a case of circumstantial evi- 
dence, I call your attention to the evidence 
from the very beginning to the end; and 
the beginning was the visit of the defend- 
ant to Roswell, and the end was his unrest 
in Cincinnati.’’ ; 

Here the judge recounted all that has 
been written about and told by Myers from 
the time of his visit to Roswell and his 
arrest as was shown in evidence. 

“But there is more in this case,’ con- 
tinued the judge, ‘‘than those circum- 
stances.

.-omplished in the past and could be ac- 
somnpiiaaal in the future, and especially 
upon the duty of the general assembly to 
ao everything in its power to aid the higher 
cducaticn of the white youths of the state, 
he grew cloguent indeed. It was an address 
tbat showkd the speaker the absolute mas- 
ter of hig subject, one that carried with it 
conviction and one that fs sure to bring 
forth returns of the right kind, if not now, 
certainly in the immediate future. 

In introducing Chancellor .Boggs, Presi- 
dent Venable said: 

“It becomes my pleasant task to intro- 
duce “the chancellor of the university. I 
bespeak for him an approving and patient 
hearing: He will sow amongst you seeds 
of wisdom and great truths which, taking 
root in your Judgment and hearts, will vield 
a harvest rich and fitting to the alma mater 
of many ef Georgim’s most distinguished 
sons. May his efforts be crowned with 
success. Both do mer&® it; the subject and 
the man. I present Dr. Boggs, chancellor 
of the university of the state.” 

The Chancellor Begins. 

“Senators and representatives of Geor- 
gia,” 
you teday With such confidence and nope 
as I have never felt on former occasions in 
this hall, ger it is my privilege to congratu- 
late you and all friends of education on the 
prosperity of that venerable university 
which was founded for you and for your 
children by the heroes of the revolution. 
Notwithstanding the general paralysis of 
business and the low price received for cot- 
ton, we can show you an able, industrious 
faculty and a fine body of students num- 
bering two hundred and twenty-one. We 
are all delighted with the blessirg that 
has ceme to us. The senior members of 
the facuity Say there haS mot been such 
an epening in twenty years or more. And 
when we duly corsider the decided eleva- 
Lion of our standard of scholarship, I think, 
avd my colleagues agree with me, that 
there has never been such a day of growth 
and prosperity in the'university, This does 
not imply that we are ablcr or more faith- 
ful than the men that have gone before us-- 
by no means. It simply shows that we are 
reaping the harvest, the seeds of which 
were sown by hands now moldering in the 
cust. 

“l said that our factulty are, as a body, 
able men, in the prime of life, devoted to 
their high vecation, able to do thorough 
work in the various branches of learning 
assigned to them. They are experts, of 
pure lives and lawful ambitions. 

There Are Necessary Limitations. 

“I must in candor make this limitation 
so faf as We claim to teach at all, for the 
fact is that our lack of means forces us to 
make large omissions from the curricula 
adopted by institutions in other states. The 


‘ of the 


University of Georgia is a small affair, in- 


deed, when compared with the University 
of Virginia, with Princeton, with Cornell 
and other state institutions, as that of 
Michigan, of Wisconsin, of California. These 
last all began long after your university, 
but the states to which they belong haye 
liberally supplied them with money. 

“Georgia today is not giving her universi- 
ty one cent of appropriation—not one cent, 
I say—but leaves it to eke out its existence 
as best it can on the gifts bestowed by your 
fathers a hundred. years ago, and on cer- 
tain federal appropriations made since 
1862.”" 

The chancellor told how room economy is 
practiced In every way. 

A Magnificent Record. 
“The financial record of that university is 
a glory to any commonwealth. Not one 
dollar, as Colonel N. J. Hammond, president 
of the board of trustees, has recently pub- 
lished—not one dollar has ever been stolen 
or misappropriated. 

“But, I said that we have what, under all 
the circumstances is a large attendance.. I 
must be candid again and say that Georgia 
ought to have 1,000 at least, instead of 221, 
at Athens. She would have many hundreds 
there if her educational policy was as en- 
lightened as her action in other matters 
is—as wise as Virginia and Michigan—as 
wise as that of her two fair daughters, 
Alabama and Mississippi.’’ 

Dr. Boggs stated that he and the state 
schoo] commissioner had made a computa- 
tion in this connection which showed that 
there were, in round numbers, 79,000 white 
males in Georgia between fifteen and twen- 
ey-one years of age, while the number of 
white males in all the colleges of Georgia 
is about 838, That facilities for higher edu- 
cation sh be furnished for a much 
greater number of these young men, and 
that the nttmber of seekers after knowledge 
in the colleges should be much greater there 
can be no doubt. 

The Character of the Boys. 

The chancellor took up the idea which 
had been advanced in some sources that the 
university is a rich man’s college, that the 
students are “dandies and dudes, spending 
their time in dancing and rioting and in 
drinking liquor?’and in strong terms showed | 
the real facts in the case. His references 
to those who, having no knowledge what- 
ever of the boys, would utter such slanders 
against them, were robin 4 scathing.

“Of the 221 boys at the university,

essays to their college education.”” He 
spoke of the Brown fund and what a great 
assistance that had been in helping poor 
boys, and of the other assistance from in- 
dividuals on the same line. He told of the 
cheap living which had been secured for 
them and turning to Senator Sheppard, a 
university boy, quoted a remark which he 
he had made, to the effect that in the days 
when he had to work his way through col- 
lege never had the fact that he had no 
money in any Wway been thrown up to him 
by the more prosperous students, nor had 
he been looked down upon. 
Some Urgent Needc. 

“We are doing our bBest,”” said the chan- 
cellor, “but our prosperity brings embar- 
rassment. The large size of the sophomore 
and freshman classes has made the question 
of classroom facilities a very important 
one.”’ 

He said that the public service fs suffering 
from. this lack of proper facilities because 
it was impossible under the present ar- 
rangement to bring the professor and the 
student into that close relationship so neces- 
sary in proper and profitable teaching. 

At some length he spoke of the absolute 
necessity of a proper electrical laboratory 
and showed how Georgia boys had to go 
outside the state to obtain the facilities to 
perfect themselves in this most important 
branch of practical science. 

An interesting portion of his address was 
that on the subject of physical culture. He 
explained the reason for the adoption of this 
as a branch of real education in the col- 
leges and universities of the land and show- 
ed that, while perhaps the system was 
faulty in some particulars as yet, at the 
root of it all was the old Latin adage “Mens 
sana in corpere sano.” 

As to Special Lines. 

Chancellor Boggs took up the subject cf 
agriculture as it has been treated in con- 
troversial publications and by places in 
Georgia, who want the money now going 
to the State university. He submitted to the 
members of the legislature the course of 
study of the school of agriculture, and of 
that In the short winter school. He read a 
programme of the lectures in this depart- 
ment and told of the work being done by 
Professors White and Hunnicutt in the 
farmers’ institutes. 

Care of the White Boys. 

He spoke at some length on what is being 
done by other states for their institutions 
and concluded by the strongest possible ap- 
peal for the higher education of the white 
youths of Georgia, and to the legislature 
for its aid, not only to the university, but 
to higher education wherever it could legal- 
ly give its assistance. For the sake of the 
common schgols of the state, he urged that 
everything possible be done to equip those 
schools with thoroughly educated teachers. 
He spoke of the magnificent services which 
for the past hundred years the university of 
Georgia had performed for the state and re- 
ferred to the new centennial catalogue, with 
its list of 2,705 alumni and of the magnifi- 
cent men who had come from its doors to 


the state; and showed that these boys now 
growing to manhood—the thousands who 
should receive the benefit of higher educa- 
tion to better fit them for the duties which 
come with*that manhood<that these boys 
should be considered by the state for the 
state’s sake. “I plead with you,’’ said he, 
“to do justice to the white boys of Georgia. 
The history of the world does not furnish 
a parallel to the action of the dominant 
race in the south taxing itself heavily to 
furnish ucation to the youth of a race 
but a few years ago in bondage. Georgia 
deserves the greatest credit for this, and I 
would not have you under any circum- 
stances take from the colored youth these 
advantages of education. But there is an- 
other thing to look at, another thing which 
you and each of you should consider deep- 
ly and earnestly. Through their ideas of 
philanthropy northern people and northern 
societies are contributing very largely to 
the higher education of the colored youth 
of Georgia. These institutions out here in 
Atlanta have an equipment and an endow- 
ment far beyond anything accorded to any 
of the white institutions of the state, far 
beyond that which goes to all of them put 
together. I am told that there is expended 
on these institutions as much as a million 
dollars annually, and yet the state of Geor- 


* said he, “and the | 


gia gives not a dollar, not a cent, toward 
the education in her university of the sons 
of the white people of the state through 
whose velns flow the purest British blood 
on the American continent. The requests we 
make of you are very modest—a new build- 
ing to cost $25,000, and the electrical labo- 
ratory which is so necessary right at this 
time and in getting which there should be 
no delay. | 

“IT appeal to you,” said the chancellor, ‘‘to 
do all that you can for the higher education 
of the white youth. You owe it to yourselves 
you owe it to your children, you owe it to 
Georgia.”’

‘THE PRESENT SYSTEM 


Of Choosing Jndges and Solicitors Seems 
to Suit the Jadiciary Committee. 


THEY HAVE ACTED ON TWO BILLS 


Both the Proposed Changes. 


THE. DAY IN. THE LOWER HOUSE. 


Decides an Important Point-A 
Bill tor the Gate City Guard. 


. 


The general judiciary committee of the |. 
house has placed itself squarely on record 
as favoring the present system of electing 
judges and solicitors by the legisiature. 

That is, the committee says that the 
present plan is to be preferred to election 
by the people and also that it is to be pre- 
ferred to appointment by the governor. The 
bill introduced yesterday by Mr. Bailey, of 
Spalding, providing for election by the.su- 
preme court, has not as yet been passed 
upon. 

Some days ago the committee decided 
against elections by the people and that 
decision has been formally reported to the 
house. On next Wednesday the house will 
act on the bill which comes with this un- 
favorable report. 

Yesterday afternoon the bill of Mr. Hop- 
kins, of Thomas, providing for appointment 
by the governor, came up for considera- 
tion. 
There was a variety of ideas and a num- 
ber of opinions were advanced by the advo- 
cates of the different pians. After some dis- 
cussion Mr. Worley, of Elbert, submitted 
some figures bearing upon the _ subject, 
which were highly interesting and which 
seemed to make a aecided impression upon 
the members of the committee. 

He showed that the judiciary was estab- 
lished in 1777 and that during the one hun- 
dred and seventeen years which have inter- 
vened, the selection of judges and solicitors 
has been fer twelve years in the hands of 
the people; for thirteen years in the hands 
of the governor, and for ninety-two years 
in the hands of the legislature—that is the 
present system. 

When the judiciary was first created in 
1777 the election of judges and _ solicitors 
| was placed in the hands of the legislature 
and there remained until 1852, when the 
plan of elections by the people was adopt- 
ed. From 1852 to 18ti that plan prevailed 
and then the plan of appointment by the 
governor was taken up. This was in force 
until 1865, when the selection of judges and 
solicitors was again placed in the hands of 
the people. It remained there until 1868, 
when it was given to the governor and the 
power was exercised by that official until 
1877, when it again went back to the legis- 
lature. 

“The figures,” said Mr. Worley, “show 
‘not only that, in the wisdom cf our fore- 
fathers, was the legislative plan eonsidered 
the best, but that after leaving it in 1852, 
_they tried first the people, then the gover- 
nor, then. the peopie again and then the 
governor, coming back in 1877 to the legisla- 
ture,”’ 

{~The vote against the ‘bill ih ‘committee 
was about five to one. 
Mr. Bailey's Bill. 

Mr. Bailey is the author of the last and 
newest plan for the selection of judges and 
solicitors. He introduced in the house a 
bill, the principle of which is the election 
of judges and solicitors general by the 
supreme court. The bill, of course, pro- 
vides for amendment of the constitution 
and should it be approved by both houses 
of the legislature, it will have to have the 
approval of the people before it becomes a 
‘law, just as any other change in the present 
constitution, 

The principal feature of the bill is that 
which provides ‘“‘the supreme court shall 
select and report to the governor three law- 
yers authorized to practice in the supreme 
court, residents in the judicial circuit in 
which a judge is to be made, from which 
three the governor shall nominate one, and - 
report bis name to the senate for confirma- 
tion or rejection. If confirmed, the person 
so named shail be the judge of that circuit 
for the succeeding term.’’ The bill also 
provides that if the first nominee is re- 
jected, then the governor must nominate 
one of the two remaining and should he be 
rejected, he must nominate the third one. 

As to solicitors general the bill provides 
that a solicitor general for each judicial 
circuit shall he selected by the supreme 
court, nominated by the governor atr.d con- 
firmed by the senate. 

The House Contests, 

‘The most interesting place about the 
capitol these days is the room of the house 
committee on privileges and elections, 
| where the work df determining the contests 
over seats in the house isin full blast. 
Yesterday “morning when the committee 
was called to order by Chairman Harrison, 
Mr. Hogan moved to reconsider the action 
of the evening before, which provided that 
the contests shonu!d be conducted under 
sections 1329 and 1330 of the code, without 
reference to-ihe act of 1893, 

This resulted in a long argument on the 
whole question of method of procedure, dur- 
ing which a number of attorneys interested 
in the cases took part. Hon, W. C. Glenn, 
Mr. C. C. Maddox, Judge Dorsey, ani Mr. 
Oscar Parker centended that the act of the 
last legislature should bear upon these 
cases; while Hon. C. L. Bartlett and Hon. 
R. L. Berner argued that the action of the 
committee taken the day before was right 
and proper and that the contests should Le 
conducted under the terms of those sections 
of the code. 

After an argument of perhaps two hours 
the committee went into executive sessicn, 
at the conclusion of which it was announc- 
ed that the following resolution, introduced 
by Judge Giles, would govern the contests: 

**Resolved, By the committee on privileges 
and elections of the house: 

‘1. That the laws regulating the proceed- 
ings in contested elections as laid down in 


section 1329 of the code be the guide in the 
hearing of the contests before this commit-_ 


tee. 

‘?. That any deviaticn from the aforesaid 
section of the code be left to the determina- 
ticn of the cemmittee and the exigencies 
of each contest as it may be developed be- 
fore the committee in the hearing of the 
same.”’ | 

The committee has fixed dates for sev- 
eral of the contest cages, and has turned 
over to the attorneys in each case the tes- 
timony. This ‘s for the purpose of aiding 
the attorneys in preparing their cases so 
that they can be carried forward as rapidly 
as possible. It will also doubtless facilitate 
the work of the committee, as it became 
evident that if the testimony in each case 
was gone into in detail before the commit- 
tee, that the work’ would be aimost inter-

The governor may also 
order said organization for parade and they 
shall make an annual return on the — day 
of May of each year of the number of their 
members and the condition and number of 
the arms and accoutrements to be furnish- 
ed them by the governor, for which they 
shal] give bond. Mertnbership in said organ- 
ization shall be equivalent to enlistment 
during such membership, and said organiza- 
tion shall not be disbanded except through 
a forfeiture of their charter by insubordina- 
tion. The armory of said organization may 
be occupied by th2 governor (without dis- 
possessing them) during riot, invasion or in- 
surrection, for a period of five days, and the 
officers of said organization shall be com- 
missioned by the governor. No examination 
by a military board shall be required of 
applicants for commissions who shall have 
previously held commissions in the military 
service of this state. They may alter and 
change their uniforms under the rules al- 
lowed by their charter, and they shall re- 
ceive no’ pay trom the state except for 
active service by order of the governor.” 


To Advertise Georgia. 


Mr. Awtrey, representative from Cobb 
county, is a firm believer that the state 
should take practical means to show the 
rest of the world what there is here in 
Georgia. He introduced in the houSe a res- 
olution proviging for the preparation of a 
handbook such as other states get out, and 
which is of unquestionably great value to 
all the interests of the state. Mr. Awtrey’s 
resolution reads; “. 

‘Resolved by the house of representatives, 
the senate concurring, at the governor 
of the state of Georgia be, and he is hereby 
authorized and required to appoint a com- 
missioner, who shall be a citizen of this 
state and a man competent for the position, 
whose duty iteshall be to collect, compile 
and have published in convenient form for 
reference and general usage, full and accu- 
rate information of the state’s physical, 
mineral, geological, educational, religious, 
agricultural, manufacturing and other re- 
sources. He shall compile such information 
by counties, giving full information” as to 
water power, railroad facilities, educational 
and other facilities, price quality and fétil- 
ity of farming lands, their products and 
availability to markets; and such other in- 
formation in regard to each locality as will 
promote the interests of the people thereof 
and be of ftmportance to home seekers. 

“Such information, when so published, 
shall receive the seal of the state, go that 
it may be known as accurate, impartial and 


' official, and the governor shall cause to be 


furnished to the agricultural and the other 
departments of the state, and to the Cotton 
States and International Exposition Compa- 
ny so many volumes of such information 
as he may deem necessary to call the at- 
tention of the investors to our lands, water 
pewer, minera] timber and other resources, 
and information of the various interests of 
the state. 

‘The amount of $1,000, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, is hereby appropriat- 
ed for the foregoing purposes, and the gov- 
ernor is further authorized to pay said com- 
missioner such amount as he may deter- 
mine as adequate compensation for his ser- 
vices.’

ANY DAY, 


SENSATIONS MAY SPRING 


The Central’s Reorganization Precipitates 
Much Speculation as.to the Move- 
ments of Other Roads. 


Who will buy the Atlanta and Florida 
and the Marietta and North Georgia? 

The answer to this question cannot be 
much longer delayed, and when it does 
come there is going to be interesting rail- 
road news to come to light. 

These are two railroads which carry with 
them today in their condition of collapse 
and bankruptcy the key to the railroad 
situation at the south for several years to 
come. 

The recent reorganization of the lines 
that now form the splendid Southern sys- 
tem has brought about a crisis for some 
of the roads that enter the most consider- 
able trade. centers of the south. 

The situation right here in Atlanta is 
interesting and many things are now con- 
spiring to press to a speedy settlement the 
issues that are to solve the destiny of the 
Atlanta and Florida and the fate of the 
Marietta and North Georgia. These roads 
are most desirable for some of the railway 
systems in the south, now that ‘¢they will 
have to compete with the consolidated lines 
of a system so large and significant as the 
Southern railway. 

The Southern’s formation has deprived 
the Seaboard <Airgvine—or may at any 
time deprive it—of the outlet it has to the 
south through the Atlanta and West Point 
and the Western Railway of Alabama, 
these having lately felt the hand of the 
Central, which owns them, and the Cen- 
tral being itself now owned by the South- 
ern. 

Thus the Seaboard may well be looking 
around for a better state of affairs. 

The Central has heretofore been the sole’ 
connection for the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis to the southern points out of 
Atlanta, and now that it is owned by the 
Southern it is a reasonable presumption 
that at any time these advantages may be 
taken away from the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis and given exclusively 
to the old East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia wing of the Southern, which paral- 
lels the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis from Chattanooga to this city. 

Thus the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis might do well to have an eye for 
an opening to the south. 

The Norfolk and Western has all along 
reveled in the enjoyment of the traffic 
going north over the old East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia road, but now that 
the latter has become the property of the 
Southern, which can ship its freight by way 
of Asheville to the north over the old 
Richmond and Danville branch, it is easy 
to see that the Norfolk and Western might 
well be looking out for a link with the 
south that it can ciaim its own. 

These conditions lead to the following run 
of speculation: 

1. Would it not be to the Seaboard’s in- 
terest to have a direct line to the west, and 
doesn’t the Marietta and North Georgia fill 
the bill? 

2. Doesn’t it seem a good thing for the 
Norfolk and Western if it should buy up 
a controlling interest in the Marietta and 
North Georgia for a southern connection? 

3. Would not the Atlanta and Florida 
complete the link to the south if the Mari- 
etta and North Georgia were vought by a 
line seeking such an outlet and extended 
to Atlanta to tap the Atlanta and Florida? 

4. If the Nashville. Chattansoxa and Bt. 
“Louis is shut out in the cold by the Svouth- 
ern in its manipulation of the Central 4s a 
southern outiet, would it net be wise for the 
management to secure the Atlanta and 
Florida as a direct line to the south below 
Atlanta? 


Something’s Gving to Drop. 

What a worid of sugzestion arises cut of 
these coniitions! 

Rumors of ail sorts are ailoat and being 
circulated arvund the local ralirvoad ofmices 
every day. 

The report of the sale of the East and 
West railroad, which 1s to be extended east- 
ward to some point on the seaboard, is but 
a sample of the rumors one may hear every 
day in the railroad circles of Atlanta. 

The truth is that the formation of the 
Southern has caused all of the great trunk 
lines of the south that may have hereio- 
fore been dependent more or less upon one 
or more divisions of what now form the 
Southern to look about for openings and 
direct cnnections, and the additional fact 
that there are two roads stranded and of- 
fered for sale for a mere song which tra- 
verse the very section where all the strife 
has been precipitated, gives interest to the 
rumors that are adrift on the sea of specu- 
lation. 

The Atlanta and Florida is in the hands 
of a receiver and the stock can be had, ac- 
cording to the testimony of certain bond- 
a at less than 50 cents on the dol- 
ar. 

‘he Marietta and North Georgia is in the 
hunds of a receiver, and there is a lot of 
litigation now pending before the appellate 
court of Cincinnati with respect to paying 
off the contractors, the men who built it. 


Coffin & Stanton’s Interest. 


The recent failure of the firm of Coffin & 
Stanton lends udditional interest to the 
guessing. 

This firm was largely interested in the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad and 
Mr. Newman Erb, who has been appointed 
receiver for the collapsed brokerage firm, 
has all along had much to say and do in 
the management of the road. 

The litigation now pending before the 
appellate court of Cincinna.i involves more 
than $300,000 in which Atlanta holders are 
much interested and deeply concerned. 

As soon as the case is settled and the 
decision rendered, it is thought that some 
step will be taken by the capitalists con- 
cerned that will tell the tinal fate of the 
Marietta and North Georgia. 

Never was there more genuine and gen- 
eral interest in railroad speculation and 
guesswork in Atlanta than is now preva- 
lent by reason of these environments. 


They Will Show Increased Earnings. 


All of the railroads of the state of Geor- 
gia continue to show pleasing increases 
in their reports of earnings as submitted 
from month to month to the Georgia rail- 
road commission. 

The roads have had a dull time of it 
for more than two years but the promise 
of brighter and better days is now en- 
joyed. For the past two or three months 
all of the roads in the state have showed 
that their business has increased and the 
figures that are accumulating on the sta- 
tistics books of the commission present a 
much more hopeful picture than six months 
ago. 


Rattle of the Rail. 


J. C. Winder, general manager of the 
Seaboard Air-Line, has returned from a 
trip to Baltimore.
